CLEVELAND, September 25.—As the evening passed 
Saturday night, there was but little dimunition of 
the throngs that encircle. Monument square. 
The east and west arches were surrounded by people, 
who gazed into the catafalque aided by the 
glare of numerous electric lights. Inside 
ef the pavilion were six Knights Templar and a 
squad of the Cleveland Grays on guard duty. At 
midnight but few sentinels and workmen remained 
inside the pavilion, though many interested people 
were yet on the streets outside. The scene was sin- 
gularly impressive. At this hour there 
perfect silence—the bright glare of the lights, the 
ceaseless movements af the sentinels, the sobbing of 
the wind threugh the trees and shrubbery,combined 
to create a feeling of awe in the breasts of the spec- 
tators. Yesterday was ovright and beautiful 
though rather warin. The streets be- 
gan to bre thronged very early. 
People peured int the city by every avenue of ap- 
proach, and all tke railways ran every available car 
to accommedate the unnexampled crowd. The vast 
concourse were allowed to pass four abreast with 
heads uncovered and look at the casket. It fs estt- 
mated that not than 100,000 people passed 
through the pevilionin this manner, At dark elec- 
tric ané calciurs lights illuminated the sceme, and 
people will be allowed to ge through all night. 
The line of people waiting theirturn to enter the

Coming into the excitement of 
political life with a nature as Ca- 
pable as any of feeling the force of every 
temptation; with temptations to unholy ambition, 
with unlawful prizes within his reach, and with 
every inducement to surrender all his religious faith 
and be known merely as a successful man of the 
world, from first to last he has manfully adhered 
to his religious convictions, and found more praise 
and gathers in his debt all the pure inspirations of 
the hope of everlasting life.

Resolved, That we extend to President Arthur 
eur earnest syinpathy and we sincerely hope and 
believe the nation will unite in sustaining him in 
his noble and patriotic resolution to carry out the 
policy and measures of his lamented predecessor. 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 
transmitted to the bereaved family and the press of 
the country. 


The Day tn Washington. 

WASHINGTON, September 26.—In accordance with 
President Arthur's proclamation, to-day was ob- 
served gezerally in this city as a day of humiliation 
fand mourning. While the funeral exercises 
were proceeding in Cleveland solemn ceremo- 
nies were fheld in nearly every church 
in Washington. Business was practically 
suspended. The government departments, 
national and local, and many private business 
houses were closed, and unusual quiet prevailed on 
the streets.

The Day in England. 

Loxpon, September 26.—The Manchester Guar- 
dian appears to-day in a deep mourning border, At 
various towns in England to-day, some,even Pourts- 
mouth, having no particular connection with 
America, the municipal authorities have requested 
the inhabitants to show their respect for the late 
President Garfield by closing their shutters, more 
particularly during the funeral. In Londonanum- 
ber of the offices connected with America are draped 
in black. 

Allomnibus drivers are ordered by the omibus 
company to haye erape on their whips, All the 
flags on the river Thames are at half mast, as are 
also those on many of the halls of the city, Similar 
accounts of mourning manifestations in honor of the 
late president come from Northamption, Oxford 
and every part of the Kingdom, and even from the 
remote towns of Ireland and Scotland.

The Garfield Family Mourning Dresaca 

New YorK, September 26—The mourning dresses 
for Mrs Garfield, her daughter, Miss Mollie Garfield, 
and Mrs and Miss Rockwell were made up by Lord 
& Taylor, of New York, in the remarkably short 
time of two hours and a half. , The dresses are of 
the finest mourning material, called Henrietta, 
trimmed with the finest English crape, but made 
up, as befits the solemn oceasion and Mrs Garfield's 
well-known dislike of ostentation, in the simplest 
style and most excellent taste. The principal of 
Mrs Garfield's dresses may be said to consist of deep 
folds of crape, the underskirt being tamanee 
with a foki eighteen inches deep, and the over- 
skirt, which is of avery plain and unpretentious 
nature, with a deep fold to match the under. 
skirt. The waste is cut in basque shade, and 
trimmed with deep revers of crape, and with collars 
and cuffs tomatch. Mrs Garfield's hat is a simple 
round bonnet made of folds of fine English crape, 
having a deep, rich veil of the same material falling 
in graceful folds over the head. The inside of the 
hat is finished with a simple widow's border. 
Miss Mollie Garfield's dress is a plain, girlish, cos- 
tume suited to her tender vears. It is composed of 
a skirt of Henrietta, trimmed on the lower part 
with a box-pleating three inches deep, which is 
headed with a row of five tucks. There is no over- 
skirt, butasimple scarf drapery of crape, finished 
vith a bow on the left side. The dress is com- 
pleted by a shirred waist set into a yoke confined 
to the waist by a handsome belt and bow of crape. 
Miss Mollie’s hat is a flare made of very rich 
mourning silk, with facings trimmed to match. 
The hatis finished with heavy crape bands and 
bow. Mrs. Rockwell's dress is made of a very 
handsome imperial serge, plainly but elegantly 
trimmed. Miss Rockwell's, like that of Miss Mollie, 
is of Henrietta cloth, trimmed with a row of knife- 
pleatings round the underskirt. There is a soft 
draped open overskirt, with deep mourning fringe. 
The hats of Mrs. and Miss Rockwell are in keeping 
with their dresses. The outside wrappings of all the 
ladies are of the same materials as their dresses and 
without ornament.

Washington Star, September 2. 

It may be stated in explanation’ of the al- 
lowance of toast to Guiteau that, although 
now in better health than he has for 
some time, he is threatened with an attack of 
malaria, and several days ago Dr. Noble Young, 
the physician to the jail, ordered him to be 
placed on sick dict. The ordinary food for 
the prisoner consists of fish, half a loaf of 
bread, potatoes, and a «quart of coffee tor 
breakfast at § o'clock, and fresh or salt beef, 
BOLI, wtatoes and corn-bread for dinner,served 
at3oclock. For sick died, such as Guiteau 
is now receiving, toast and milk, or tea, is al- 
lowed at both meals. As stated yesterday, he 
objected to his toast. The guard, speaking 
ironiealiy, said: “If you don’ t like the way 
it ix fixed, go out in the kitchen and fix it 
yourself. You can go there.” Guiteau looked 
at him a moment, and, thinking that he 
was in earnest, shrugged his shoulders, and 
said: “Oh, no,’ very emphatically. Of 
course Guiteau would not be allewed to enter 
the kitchen for a moment, oF, indeed, to 
leave his cell or corridor. @esterday he 
was uneasy all day, becoming apprehensive at 
the least sound that some one was coming to 
take him out, and he frequently called for 
General Crocker to ask what was going on 
outside, and to ascertain whether or nota 
crowd was gathering. On the relief coming 
down yesterday about 8 o clock Guiteau fair! 
tremble d. During the afternoon his cell door 
wus opened so that he was at liberty to exercise 
in the corridor, and four or five times he 
came out, but he evidently was not in a con- 
dition of mind to exercise, and spent Dut a 
few moments at a time in the corridor. 
While fearing some outside parties, he i 
equally afraid of the soldiers, and indeed 
he does not like to see one. As he is at 
present confined, he canyot see outside of the 
jail, unless he stands on his bed and this he 
never does now: even the sight of the

Itis understood that Mr Arthur will not oecu- 
py the white house as a dwelling—certainly not un- 
tilthe frost falls and the sickly season isover. It 
will take several years, however, to build a house 
suited in every way for the purpose. It need not 
be, and ought not to be, sumptuous or palatial; but 
it should be elegant and well arranged for the trans- 
action of the executive business, and for the social 
duties that the offiee imposes on the incumbent, in 
both of which respects the present building is deti- 
cient.

JERSEY’S NEW PRODUCE. 


Striped Georgia-Seed Watermelens---A Scheme for 
Giving Them Sweetness and Flavor. 
New York Sun, 

“These metons,”’ liquidly remarked the cap- 
tain of aschooner lying at the foot of Vesey 
street, as he wrestled with a huge slice, ‘‘are 
the first striped Georgia-seeds ever grown in 
Jersey, and tbis cargo of 5,000 is the first that 
has ever come to New York. Joseph Doug- 
lass, of Cape May county, is the man that 
grew them. Jersey has just begun to study 


the art of watermelon growing, young man, 
and she’s going to beat the world. She turns 
outthe biggest lot of inventors, and she’s 
going to grow the biggest, sweetest and juiciest 
Georgia-seed melons. 

‘You've heard tell of the man down in 
Georgia who got lemon-flavofed watermelons 
by grafting lemons on his vine, We've got 
an idea in Jersey worth two of that. If 
you're an agriculturist, which you don't ap- 
pear to be, you ought to know that plants can 
take somewhat of the nature of the soil in 
which they grow. Well, this is how we pro- 
oa to grow the Jersey melon of the future: 

Ve take a cheap quality of brown sugar and 
saturate it with fluid extracts of vanilla, 
orange, lemon or any other flavor, and mix it 
with the sandy svil in which we grow our 
watermelons. Any Jersey grocer will tell vou 
that sand and sugar mix well. Thenwe plant 
our melon seed. In the summer what z we 
get? Watermelons of any flavor!” 

The captain was silent fora moment, while 
he cut the reporter a slice of Georgia seed. 
His praise of the variety was not exaggerated. 

There are some Jerseymen,’’ continwed the 
captain, ‘and be it said to their shame, who 
graft pumpkins with their watermelons to 
make them big. People buy big melons more 
readily than little ones. The only melons 
growh in Georgia before these Georgia seeds 
were introduced were called ‘nigger heads’ or 
‘Jersey blues.’ They're fat and dark blue and 
grow pretty big.” 

‘How can a good melon be told?” 

The surest way to test a good melon is to 
cut it. Itell by the heft. Some pretend to 
tell by pressing their thumbs in the ends of 
the melon. If the rind yields to the pressure 
the melon’s bad. Others tell by sticking the 
thumb nail in the white part of the rind—that 
part which lies on the ground, If it, makes a 
cracking sound the melon’s ripe. A man 
came here the other day and asked fora 
melon. He put one up to his ear and pressed 
it between his hands. ‘If this don’t crack,’ 
said he, ‘its a bad one.’ It didn’t crack, and 
he didn’t want to takeit. I knew by its heft 
it was good, so I said: ‘You take that melon, 
mister, and if it’s bad [ll give you my share 
in this cargo.” He took it, but he hasn’t 
come after that share yet.” 

©, P. Clifton, one of the four big dealers in 
watermelons near Vesey street pier, has a 
large twin watermelon hanging in his stall at 
the market. It is the first seen at the pier for 
many years. Mr. Clifton said the watermelon 
season Was waning. It would be over by Sep- 
tember 20. Southern melons would not be 
shipped after the 10th, and the ‘Jersey blues” 
would cease coming by the 20th. The best 
melons received are the striped ones. They 
are not only sweeter, but last longer than the 
“Jersey blues.”” Another ‘kind of melon, 
quite delicious, but not common is the ‘‘gray 
melon,” which is grown in Maryland and 
Virginia. Melon-catching isquite an art, and 
pavs its votarv $2.50 per day. About 100 
melons ina cargo of 6,000 are generally 
broken in passing to and from the boat. They 
are pitched sideways. The catcher nearly 
always drops a melon that comes endwise.

A Talk With Mr. J. C. Kimball. 

Few people fully comprehend the great 
work being performed by the “Bureau of 
Private Entertainment,”’ or its importance to 
the success of the exposition, but some idea 
of the work already accomplished may be 
gathered from the following conversation, 
which occurred yesterday between a ConstI- 
TUTION reporter and Mr. J. C. Kimball: 

‘Mr. Kimball,” asked the reporter, “have 
you completed your canvass of the city for 
private entertainment?’ 

“Not quite, but I expect tofinish in a day 
or two.’ ae 

“You have found this canvass a work of 
some magnitude, have you not?’’ 

‘Indeed I have. I have given the best part 
of two months to the work, and for amonth 
have had two able assistants. We have visit- 
ed, and in many instances, carefully inspected 
over two thousand houses.”’ 

“What percentage of them agree to take 
strangers?”’ 

‘Less than one-fifth. Much the larger num- 
ber we found already fully occupied.” 

“Of those having spare rooms at a will 
entertain visiting friends, and if all should be 
filled at least 1,000 people would be thus ac- 
comodated, 

‘*‘How many will your department be able 
to entertain ?”’ 

“Well, it is difficult to give you any defi- 
nite figures, as we are having constant 
changes. Sickness in families, the arrival of 
unexpected guests, and many other contin- 
gences Gause our list to fluctuate, but I shall 
be able to lodge more than two thousand peo- 
ple, in the event of a great crowd. Of course 
{ do not expect any such number daily. 

‘‘Have you canvassed any of the surround- 
ing towns?’ 

“Yes; I have taken in Marietta, Decatur, 
Stone Mountain, and Norcross, but none of 
them are included in my estimate of our 
capacity. These places can accommodate a 
few hundred more in an emergency.”’ 

“It has been reported that private houses 
were charging as high as #4 per day, and 
boarding houses 85. Is this true?” 

“No sir, it is not. The ruling price in private 
houses isS2 per day, and I have many good 
places at $1.50 per day. <A few very choice, 
well located places charge $2.50, but will give 
accommodations equal to our best hotels. I 
think, considering the great advance in the 
cost of living, the prices are by no means 
high." 

“Will Atlanta be able to entertain the 
crowds sure to come, at reasonable prices ?’’ 

Yes. 1 have unbounded faith in Atlanta’s 
capacity to meet every emergency, and while 
I think there will be days when we shall be 
put to the severest test, [ apprehend no seri- 
ous trouble. If, as I said before, we can pull 
through the first week, we can- get fs 
smoothly after that. We must make up our 
minds to endure some inconvenience and dis- 
comfort at first, but if we will al] keep good- 
natured and meet the issue bravely, we are 
sure to succeed,”’ 

The Passion for Diamonds. 

‘‘Are there more diamonds worn now than 
ever before in this country?’ 

‘IT should say so, most decidedly. I have 
been in the business over thirty years, and I 
never knew such a rage forthe stones as exists 
to-day. Last week I attended a garden party 
at the Grand Union hotel at Saratoga, and I 
saw bushels of them. This is the only way to 
describe the number of valuable diamonds 
worn there, and most. of them were fine 
stones. Nearly every woman there had big 
solitaires in rings or earrings. You see the 
finest diamonds are worn solitaire in 
studs, rings and earrings, while for brace- 
lets and hairpins an inferior stone may be 
used, as they are not so conspicuous. r no- 
ticed one thing, however, at the Grand Union 
—nine-tenths of the diamonds were not clean. 
Dust settles on everything, and it is astonish- 
ing how little care a woman will give to her 
diamonds. They carefully inspect their 
gloves and shoes before completing their 
toilets, but their diamonds, worth often 
thousands of dollars, receives no attention, 
become dirty, and sometimes are lost. A 
lady customer of mine lost a very valuable 
diamond after possessing it eight years. If she 
had been in the habit of giving the gem any 
attention she would have noticed that a set- 
ting of eceerre-euret gold will wear out in 
time and lose its grip on the stone. The large 
solitaire diamond is now preferred to the clus 
ter. Few diamonds are now worn by gentle- 
men, except in the case of young men 
anxious for display. Here and there a geh- 
tlenian will wear solitaires on his shirt boso * 
but if he has good taste he will be careful thiit 
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Mthey are small, or he will be taken for a gam- 
bler. It is astonishing how much money is 
sometimes represented in the diamond worn 
by ladies on a ‘swell’ occasion. It is a com- 
mon thing in New York society to see $10,000 
or $20,000 in diamonds on a lady’s person. 
Mrs. John Jacob Astor has been known to wear 
$50,000 worth of diamonds at an evening Te 
ception, and I should say thag the diamonds 
worn by Mrs. W. H. Vanderbfit at the garden 
party I spoke of were worth fully that amount 
of money. Mrs. Mackay,fwife of the ‘bonanze- 
king.’ once, offered to buy the famous ‘Re- 
gent’ diamond, the most valuable in the 
world. It is valued ata mere million, but the 
French government wouldn’t sell it..’—New 
York Tribune.

To kill a mosquito requires a combination 
of strategy and tactics. There must be the 
mind to conceive and the nerve to execute. 
There must be a rapidity of movement and 
promptness of action. In fact, it takes a high 
degree of military skill to kill a mosquito, Of 
course, no person ever tries to kill a mosquito 
in the air; or onthe wing. This has been done, 
but it is always attended by a great outlay 
of muscular effort and some danger. dt is 
estimated thatfor every mosquito killed on 
the wing there are 17,063 inefticient passes or 
blows. Each of these passes or blows repre- 
sentiajcertain amount of wasted muscular effor 
—enough probablhy, to raise a weight of eleven 
tons through three feet in a minute, or, if con- 
verted into heat, enough to melt three 
quarts of brass buttons in a quarter of an 
hour. Besides the power thus wasted by 
striking. at ®mosquitoes in midair and miss- 
ing them a person is very apt to wrench his 
frame or injure himself in someway. <A very 
estimable gentleman of this city hurt himself 
so badly in this way some three years ago that 
he has not been able since to put up a stove 
pipe or even carry water on wash day. A lady 
ina neighboring town made a dash at a fly- 
ing musquito last summer, while sitting 
near a second story window, and with such 
force that, missing the. mosquito, she was 
precipitated out of the window, and only 
escaped serious injury by falling in the 
branches of a peach tree which, by the way, 
has not borne any fruit since. It is plain, 
therefore. that it is not safe to attack mosqui- 
toes while they are on the wing and in their 
native element as it were.

THREE BEARDLESS BOYS HALT 
AND ROB AN EXPRESSTRAIN. 


Hope, Arkansas, the Beene of the Outrage--The Passex- 
gers Intimidated and the Treasure Taken--Seven- 
teen Thousand Dollars Secured--Views and 
Interviews--Heavy Rewards Offered. 


Littie Rock, Ark., September 25.—Yester- 
day afternoon three rather good looking coun- 
try boys, young in years, arrived at Hope Sta- 
tion, on the Iron Mountain road, Hempstead 
county, about 100 miles south of this city. 
They xpent the afternoon about the saloons of 
that place drinking and playing cards, At 9:50 
last night they boarded passenger train No. 4 
bound north.due in St. Louis to-night,iy charge 
of Conductor Whitesides. Twoof the robbers 
got on the train as it started off, and the third, 
whoafterwards proved to be the leader, ran out 
of Kohn’ssaloon and jumped on the train when 
it was moving quite rapidly. He went in and 
joined his companions, and all took seats in a 
coach in which but two 
besides themselves, a lady 
There were several extra coaches in the train 
going back to St. Louis nearly empty. The 
robbers did their work with remarkable cool- 
ness and recklessness.

I turned around to 
order them to be quiet, when a revolver was 
cocked in my face and one of them cried out, 
“Put up your hands; we want your spare 
change.” se still thought the boys 
were spreeing, and smiled at them, 
when the leader, jerking his revolver 
nervously, said: “We mean business 
and don’t want to hurt you, but we want 
your change damned quick.” 1 started 
to move away, When the robber mearest me 
said, ““we want your wealth first.” I ran my 
hand in my coat pocket and handed them 316 
in silver and greenbacks; “greenbacks we 
want,’ he continued, and I told him I had 
none, and they didn’t search me; in fact, 
they searched no one, simply told one and al! 
to shell out. John Pollock, the foreman of the 
ice cars had nearly $1,000, and got off with 
neary all of it, throwing it under the seat and 
giving the robbers 0. The robbers, after 
going through the ladies’ car, crowded me 
into the Pullman sleeping car, the passengers 
in which had retired. A aeckaaal of noise 
was made = entering the sleeper one 
of the robbers yelling out, “throw 
up your” hands.” The car conductor 
came running to the door, and said, “Shut up 
this racket or you will wake my passengers.” 
The youngest of the robbers threw a ‘gun” 
down on the sleeping car conductor, and told 
him to shell out. He handed over 310. They 
then looked into the car, and saw it all made 
upandneone in sight. They them said, 
“Don't wake the passengers. Let ’em sleep.” 
I was then told to face around. They nrarched 
me back through the train, two. robbers 
behind and one in front. We made no stops 
until they reached the car where they com- 
menced the work. Right here they commenced 
robbing again and went right on to the bag- 
eaze cur. This car,on the night train, is a 
combined express and baggage car and can 
not be kept locked. They made me enter tlie 
ear first with three revolvers at my head. Ex- 
press Messenger Sain made arush at us with 
a revolver, and LT was compelled to tell him to 
stop in order to save my own life. While two 
of them guarded us the other went through 
the safe, tearing open package after package, 
and throwing the envelopes into the = safe.

Walter Ford, the bag- 
page-master, got off free, telling them he had 
no money, A negro passenger said to the 
robbers: “‘I’se done paid once, boss,’” think- 
ing the conductor was calling on him a second 
time. The robbers all laughed and let him off. 
KK. B. Owensby, Woodville, Ala., says when 
the robbers entered the car he was in, several 
of the men began taking off their watches, 
When the robbers said: Let your watches and 
sewelry alone, we only want change.’ To the 
lies the leader said: “Be quiet and eusy, 
ies, you shall not be molested. Weonly rob 
and not women and children.’’ Owensby 
the voungest of the trio carried “a dark 
n and revelver, The others had a re- 
-ineach hand. All wore coats and hats 
toe jarge for them and were bothered 
- e’ sleeves dropping down over their 
lmnds,. All were young tnen, the oldest with 
light black mustache, and not over 20 years of 
ze. They were of light complexion, and 
ratherawkward. Quite a number of the parties 
had small sums returned to them. General 
Manager Hoxie, Assistant Superintendent 
Dudley and Division Superintendent Buchan- 
an were on x special behind the train that was 
robbed. At Prescott Hoxie hired 
men with horses to pursue the 
robbers. Between 12 and 1 to-day Hexie 
had a consultation with Governor Churchill 
in this city, the result of which was that 
Hoxie offers a reward of 35,000 each for the 
capture of the men, and the state offers S500 
Ht cach. The governor and several others 
left for the scene of the robbery at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, where pursuit will be contim 
ued underthe direction of the executive in 
person. Reports trom southwest Arkansas are 
that the people are up en masse in pursuit of 
the desperadves.

A LITTLE DIFFICULTY 


That Almost Promised to Hise to the Dignity of a 
Riot. 

As the last of the immense throng was entering 
the opera house, yesterday evening, a difficulty oc- 
eurred which came near ending ina riotof great 
magnitude. 

Among the 
era house were officers Stroud and 
Christophine, who were instructed to keep 
the pavemeut clear in: order toallow the audience 
to pass in without being crushed to death. Their 
riseion had nearly been completed, when 
John Burke, a negro boy, who came to Atlanta from 
Griflin, rudely pushed a white lady off the side- 
walk; in order to gain the stairway leading to the 
opera house, but just as he was bounding up the 
steps, Ofticer  ¢ ‘hristophine, who saw the brutal 
wet, having picked the lady up, grabbed 
Burke for the purpose of taking him to the cala- 
boose. When the officer first grappled the boy he 
jerked away, but the second time ¢ ‘hristophene 
eaught him and began pulling him down the steps. 
When the pavement wus reached Burke again 
jerked from the oflicer and striking at him began 
backing toward the street. The difficulty between 
the teeth and Burke attracted the attention 
of Officer Stroud, who went to Christophine’s aid, 
but Burke yet declined togive ia, and continued to 
strike at the officers, hitting them several times in 
the face. Seeing his inability to cope with the 
negro, Stroud began to use his stick over 
Burke's head, and finally succeeded in get- 
ting his nippers on his ‘arm. During the 
affray several darkies attempted to prevent 
the officers from arresting Burk by crowding aroutld 
him and by pushing the police away. ‘Lhis they 
ee todo even after’ the arrest and until 

Captain Bagby ordered the entire section of police 
on duty at the opera house to aid in clearing the 
mob from around the’ policemen and their 
prisoner. When the police began this 
task there was uw general resistance and 
several bloody heads was the result. There are at 
leust tive hundred colored people about the opera 
house, and as there wus od, w au half dozen police, 
they felt but before they conld 
break by uid, Stroud and 
Christophine the station house 
with Burke. The mob seeing themselves 
defeated bewun yelling, cursing and defying the 
officers tosuch an extent that Captain Bagby was 
compelled to order the arrest of several. persons 
who were prominent in their riotous conduct, but 
in their effort to obey the captain’s orders, a general 
fight ensued. The guis belonging to the oth Artillery 
which had been stacked in front of the building 
were knocked to the ground and an effort made by 
the negrves to possess them, but the prompt action 
of the guard prevented their use exceptin one case. 
For a few seconds the air was wild with the shouts 
and oaths of the infuriated mob, as they advanced 
upon the police, but so steady were they 
in their defense that the difficulty 
was finally quelled after several arrests, 
had been made, while the fmicas was at its alti- 
tude a negro Womaan, Who it was aftewards learued 
is Burke's mother, picked up one of the guus and 
— ing the eud of the barrel in Officer Dennard’s 
face, pulled the trigger, but us luck would have it 
the yun was not loaded. 

Seeing themselves unable to prevent the arrest of 
their associates, the mob followed the officers to- 
wards the station house, and justas they reached 
the corner of Pryor and Alabaima streets made a 
rush upon them. As they advanced the air was 
filled with sach shouts ws, **KReleuse 
him,’ “turn him loose,” “don't let ‘em 
lock him up,” “cut their d—n __throats,’’ 
ew. But this did not terrify the police, and 
inashort time Nathan Burke and Allen Grissom 
were in the calaboose with John Burke. the darkey 
who caused the whole dithiculty. 

The mob, more than twohundred strong, followed 
the officers to the very station house dour, where 
they were met by Dr Fox, one of the police con- 
missioners, who was drawn to the place 
by the loud yells and oaths. As they attempted to 
enter the alley leading to the side door of the build- 
ing, Dr Fox faced the entire mob and ordered them 
to halt. He was armed with asmall stick ulone,and 
although knives were plainly visible in the crowd,

he prevented the building from being entered by 
the wild mob who had lost their reason. 

As soon us the officers could turn their prisoners | 
over to Mr. Spyers, the station-house keeper, they 
came to Doctor Fox's relief, and in a few seconds 
the pavement was cleared, though the streets 
were filled with a wild seething mass of 
of maddenened individuals. The noise made 
during the trouble drew quite a crowd of people 
who tendered Dr. Fox their services in quelling the 
disturbance. Among those who proffered their aid 
in maintaining the peace were several color- 
ed men who had seen .the whole affair 
and knew the true status of the 
diflticulty. But Dr Fox proved his judgment aus Cor- 
rect, ux his nerve was good andin a short while 
sueceeded in couvine ing the crowd that they were 
aggravating the matter by attempting to interfere 
with the officers in the discharge of their duty. 

But hardly had = peace’ been restored 
when another arrest arroused the cir 
ofthe mob. Again the police had found it neces- 
sury toarrest a darkey on Marietta street, and as 
they came arouud the corner of Pryor and Ala- 
bam the sight maddened the mob and another 
effort was mude to release a prisoner. This tine Dr 
Fox ordered the police present, about six or eight, 
to clear the street, and in a se ‘ond the cutire crowd 
was driven across Prvor, leaving the street near the 
station house perfectly ¢lear, Fora few minutes 
the scene Was an interestlig one. The strect was 
packed with the colored people all seeking safety 
froin a few advancing policemen led by Comunis- 
siouer Fox. Although there was a great déal of noise 
made, no one was hurt except a Mr Miller, who was 
struck by an unknown man. The polic emen made 
no effort to injure the darkeys, butsimply to drive 
them from the street, and after a few arrests succeed- 
ed in doing so. The darkeys, as they gave back, resist 
ed with all their might. Stones and sticks were their 
weapons and it Was by a stone that Mr Miller was 
hurt. The rock was alarge one and was hurled 
with great force. Itstruck him over the left eye 
and made a bad wound. 

When the darkies saw that they were compelled 
to give in they did so, but as they moved away they 
swore vengeance upon the police. 

When the whole atYuir was over the calaboose con 
tained Johu Burke, the originator of the difliculty, 
Nathan Burke, his brother, Allen Greshain, J J 
Wright, Arch Cherry, Henry Mathews, Walter John- 
son, Kelly Moore, George Montgomery and Pompey 
Jones. None of these, exce pt John Burke, had a 
scratch to show for the trouble he had 
occasioned, Burke's head Was marked 
in two or three places by the policeman’s baton, 
but none of the cuts amount to anything. 

The dithculty is due entirely to the rude conduct 
of Burke and the efforts of his friends to releuse 
him. A portion of the opera house had been set 
apart forthe colored people, and no one disputed 
his right to enter. Had he passed the lady 
quietly ashe could have done there would have 
been no necessity for his arrest. When the oflicer 
took hold of him he ought to have submitted. His 
fricnds had no business to attempt his release ands 
several colored men notonly tried to persuade thein 
to desist, but aided the police in conveying him to the 
station house. AUuanta’s colored population onght 
to learn that they can make nothing by interfering 
with an oflicer iu the discharge of his duty, and the 
sooner they learn it the better it will be for them, 
There are those who recognize this, and yesterday 
many of them busied themselves in advising their 
race to leave the officers and = their prisoners 
alone. During the day the colored people, who 
participated in the exercises, conducicd themselves 
with commendable propriety, and when the row 
occurred went so far as to express their willingness 
to aid in suppressing it. in one instance they 
arrested one of the belligercut race aud turning 
him over to the police directed his detention. 
The negroes purticipating in the dimi- 
culty were of that Class which 
frequent every southern = town. They = are 
nlways ready fora row, and if one doesn't occur 
they ure sure to makeit. The affairis as much re- 
gretted by the better class of colored peuple as by 
the whites. 

After the fight was over a negro man was ordered 
by a United States soldier to move away from a stuck 
ol guns in front of the opern-house. He declined to 
obey when the soldiercame to a charge and pene- 
trated his ribs with the point of a bayonet. Later 
in the evening a negro became very indignant ut 
the manner iu which his race had been treated and 
gave a rerular matinee near. Berry's drug store, on 
Peachtree street. His language was loud, profane 
and abusive, and attracted = the atten- 
tion of Officers Stroud and Bone, 
but before they could secure him the indignant 
darkey skipped out and sought safety in the neig h- 
borhood of the Southern medical college. 

Just as the exercises were ending a party of 
darkeys made assault upon a gentleman on Decavar 
street, near the Kimball @ouse, who was trying to 
leadadray horse through the crowd, but the sight 
of a knife caused them to disperse. 

The unfortunate occurrence is due entirely to 
Burke's impertinence and his friends want of dis- 
cretion. Atone time it looked asthough Atlanta 
would be involved in aterrible riot, but the nerve 
of her police, headed by Dr Fox and Chief Anderson, 
prevented it. To Dr Fox, more than any one else, 
Atlant owes the preservation of peace yesterday. 

Chief Anderson's duties kept him busy with the 

recession, aud had net Dr Fox been at the station 

ouse when the effort was made to release Burke's 
brother and his friend, there would surely have 
been bloodshed.
